Louis Dieb, a 4-year-old inmate of ~the 
Faith Home for Children at 911 North 


Garrison avenue, died Saturday at the home 
ase his mother at 719 South Third-street, of 
burns he received while playing with coals 
in a stove at the institution Friday. 

According to the statement of Mrs. M. 8. 
Walton, who, with her daughter, Mrs. 
Maud Coker, conducts the home, the child 
was taken there by his mother last April 
to be cared for and educated. 

Friday Louis was playing in the nursery 
with other children. They were in charge 
of two little firls about 12 years old. 

Mrs. Walton and her daughter were on 
the first floor. Unknown to the rest of the 
children, Louis slipped out of the nursery 
and went to a back bed room. Another little 
boy, who followed him, says he saw Louis 
reaching for some coals in the stove. 

In a few moments Louis returned to 
the nursery, hig little frock in fames. He 
made no outcry. 

The other children became frightened and 
Mrs. Coker, hearing their screams, rushed 


up stairs, where she saw the little boy 
standing in the doorway, his clothes on 


fire. 

She took him in her lap and extinguished 
the fire, with a pillow. 

His clothes were removed and his body 
swathed in oiled cloth. 

‘he child's mother was sent for and she, 
on her arrival at the home about five and 
one-half hours after the accident, accord- 
ing to a statement made at the coroner's 
inquest, sent for Dr. Hopkins, who dressed 
the. burns. 

The child was then removed to his moth- 
er’s home, where he died. 

The Faith Home is, as the name implies, 
founded on faith. Medicine is never ad- 
ministered, although Mrs. Walton nas no 
objection to the calling in of a physician 
if any parent of an inmate desires one. 

There are at present fifty-eight inmates. 
The home has been in operation a little 
over a year. 

Deputy Coroner Fitzsimmons rendered a 
verdict of accident Monday morning in the 


case. 

Mrs. Maud Coker, who said that she and 
her mother, Mrs. M. 8. Walton, were in 
charge of the home, testified that she left 
the boy’ with a number of other children in 
the nursery on the second fioor of the home 
Saturday morning, while she went down- 
stairs. While she was downsiairs, Mrs. 
Coker said, Louis wandered away from the 
nursery with another child, Brown Tate, 
and entered a rear room wheer there was 
a small stove. 

Mrs. Coker said that the Tate boy told 
her that Louis had some oats in his dress, 
and that he attempted to take a coal from 
the stove to. heat the oats. 

In the attempt his flannelette dress was 
ignited and he ran back into the nursery 
in flames. 

Mrs. Coker said she seized a pillow, and 
with it succeeded in extinguishing the 
flames. . 

Policeman Fagin testified that a physician 
was not summoned until 5:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, although the accident occurred 
at 11:30 in the morning. 

He also testified that he asked Mrs. Wal- 
ton fo an explanation of this circumstance, 
but that she failed to furnish one,

They suspected that Shaughnessy was a- 
burglar, and believed that he might have 
associates in the house.

They pushed into the front 
room and there was a wild scampering 
among the men inside, including Shaugh- 
nessy, who had been permitted to enter. 

The detectives drew their revolvers. Eight 
men surrendered. When the officers began 
searching the premises thy found Schoenen, 
the host of the occasion, hidden under the 
bed and trembling with fear. He was 
dragged out and placed in line with the 
other eight while the search went on.

FIGHT OCT. 17. 


When Taken to City Hospital, Condi- 
tion Was Supposed to Be Hope- 
less, but Stitches in Heart 
Saved Him.

DR. NIETERT’S DESCRIPTION 
OF THE OPERATION. 


A stab wound of the heart is almost in- 
variably fatal. This is so because the heart 
is the most sensitive, as well as the most 
vital, organ of the body. 

In the whole range of medical history I 
think there are oaly 20 cases recorded in 
which the victim has recovered. 

It is difficult to predict the outcome of a 
case of this nature. 

Daniel's recovery simply surprised ua. 

The operation upon him was not differ- 
ent than that performed on patients similar- 
ly afflicted, who died. 

In the first place he had a powerful con- 
stitution and every muscle and sinew was 
strong and unyielding. 

Incision was made at the upper part of 
the forth rib. From this point we cut down- 
ward about two and one-half inches from 
the sternum, thre? inches inward and then 
back to the sternum at its junction with the 
sixth rib. 

After this operation the fourth and fifth 
ribs were flexible enough to be bent by pres- 
sure. 

The heart wae eipoeed. 

It was held between the middle and in- 
dex fingers and, between beats, the stitches 
were made. 

The wound we found in the posterior por- 
tion of the heart. 

After three days, when it was shown that 
Daniels survived the operation, we enter- 
tained the most sanguine hopes of his re- 
covery. to 


> 
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Eli Daniels, 25 years old, who has been 
a patient at the City Hospital since Oct. 
17, suffering from a knife wound in the 
heart, is convalescent and will be dis- 
charged this week. He is a negro. 


His recovery is regarded as a medical 
marvel. 

The records of the City Hospital show 
that he is the only person ever received at 
that institution who has surviv such a 
wound. 

The story of the operation by Dr. H. L. 
Nietert, hospital superintendent, upon Dan- 
lels, was told exclusively in the Post-Dis- 
patch of Oct. 24. 

Oct. 17 Daniels was stabbed by another 
negro in a quarrel on a steamboat, near 
Chester, Ill. 

He was brought to 8t. Louis, a distance 
of 75 miles, unattended, and, when received 
at the hospital, his case was considered 
absolutely hopeless. 

Dr. Nietert took personal charge of the 
case. He wag assisted by Dr. Rassieur, as- 
sistant superintendent, and Dr. Merrell, 
senior vhysician. 

Oct. 2%, Dr. Nietert made this statement 
to the Post-Disatch: 

‘I consider Daniels’ case nothing short of 
marvelous. 

“Examination today shows that his 
pulse, temperature and_ respiration are 
normal. 

“This means that, unless some unforseen 
change shall occur, he will get well.’’ 

Within 48 -hours after the operation, 
Daniels’ heart beats, which had been de- 
cidedly irregular, became normal. — 

In ten days his appetite returned and 
he was able to take almost any kind of 
nourishment. 

Daniels’ home is at 1308 Carr street. For 
seven years he has been employed as a 
steamboat roustabout. 

The hard knocks of steamboat life and 
the daily exercise of carrying hundreds of 
pounds of merchandise have developed his 
muscles until he could lift without diffi- 
culty 250 or 300 pounds. 

He is 5 feet 8 inches tall and weighs 
about 165 pounds.

G. A. Ludwig Died of Blood Poisoning 
Caused by Handling Poultry. 
Blood poisoning, believed to have been 
caused by handling poultry, caused the 
death of Gustav A. Ludwig at Rebecca

Expecting the swelling to come to a head 
and disappear, Mr. Ludwig kept on with 
his work. When he next went to physi- 
cians, he was told that he had blood poi- 
soning, and was sent to the hospital.

FOUND A PREHISTORIC. CAVE 


Skeletons of Giant Men and Their

BUTTE, Mont., Dec. 9.—At a point forty- 
eight miles east of here a remarkable cave 


has been discovered and explored to a depth 
of 800 feet and for a distance of ten miles. 
It is located in Jefferson canyon. 

The entrance to the cave, which is near 
the track of the Northern Pacific railway 
and about 1600 feet above the bed of the 
river, was discovered a few weeks agu 
by a hunter, and the cavern has just been 
explored by a party headed by J. W. Gil- 
bert, a newspaper writer of Butte.

The hearing in the CardWell case on Saturday, published in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch, brought’ out interesting information 
for the people of .Missouri, icx-Gov? Stephens refused to answer 
many questions, but contributed something to the collection of 
facts gathered from Cook and others. 

It was brought out in the €x-governor’s testimony that Brewer 
Steuver, afterwards appointed police commissioner by Stephens, 
had contributed $1000 to the latter's personal campaign fund and 
that Secretary of State Cook had vigorously urged the signing 
of the breéder’s bill; which created a monopoly of poolselling 
on racetracks. The. ex-governor testified to his understanding 
— Mr. Cook was pecuniarily interested in the passage of the 
ill. 

Ex-State Treasurer Orear testified that ex-Gov. Stone suggested 
that Col. Phelps’ contribution be put in the name of another 
person as it would not look well in the name of a@ corporation 
agent. : 

Ex-Representative Bradley testified that he saw a telegram from 
Mr. Cook urging a member of the legislature to vote for the 
street railway monopoly Dill. This is particularly interesting in 
view of Mr. Cook’s testimony that the Democratic committee re- 
ceived $6000 from Attorney H. 8. Priest and that he talked with 
Mr. Priest about legislation in which the latter was inierested. 

This information is good for the people of Missouri. It gives 
thém an insight into practical politics—the running of the party 
machine—and the reasons why bills favoring special interests 
get through the legislature and bills in the interest of the people 
are blocked. lt throws a fiood of light on the attitude of state 
officers and party leaders towards privileged corporations. 


Everybody who has business with the St. Louis postoffice knows 
that the present building is inadequate to the increased business 
of thé city.

BRITISH AS SLAVE OWNERS. 


In parliamentary papers relating to sla- 
very and the slave trade in British East 
Africa and the islands of Zanzibar and 
Pemba, published in May, 1901, the public 
is informed that in these two islands. in 
1897 there were approximately 100,000 slaves, 
but that there are only 53,000 today. The 
difference is accounted for as folléws: 
Tweive thousand in the interval have been 
given their freedom, 30,000 have died, 20,004 
deaths being attributed to an epidemic of 
smallpox and 5000 have disappeared, some of 
whom, it is admitted, have been kidnaped 
and taken into slavery in other countries. 

It has been estimated that there are on 
the mainiand portion of the Sultan of Zan- 
zibar’s dominions 200,000 slaves. This stri 

of land is governed directly by the Britis 

foreign office. In British Hast Africa prop 
er it has been estimated by Mr. E. J. Mar- 
don of the Indian civil service and by 
Bishop Tucker that there exists a popula- 
tion of 2,000,000, a large number of whom 
may be corisidered to be, if not slaves, in a 
condition very slightly removed from sla- 
very. In Uganda the same authorities eés- 
timate the population to be 4,000,000, a large 
number being domestie slaves. . 


OCEAN TO OCEAN RECORD. 


Sixteen Hours and a Half Cut Off by 
Railroads in. Three Years. 

From the Chicago News. 

The recent 15,000-mile race of the. mails 
over the Pacifie ocean, across the moun- 
tains and prairies of the United States, to 
and over the Atlantic, brings to notice the 
wonderful gain in time of American malls 
from ocean to ocean, and this within a 
period of less than three years. 

Since Jan. 1, 1899, there has been taken off 
16 hours and 30 mihutes of time between 
New York and San Francisco. A gain of 1 
hour and 40 minutes of this time has been 
made since Nov. 8 of this year by thé 
Northwestern, Union Pacific and Southern 
Pacific systems. :

FOREIGN MARKETS: STRONGER 


CORN OPENED HIGHER, BUT FOL- 
LOWED WHEAT DOWN. 


Heavy Rains and Snow Fell in Kansas, 
Missouri, Texas,>Oklahoma and 
Illinois, Helping Wheat. 


There was a complete break yesterday in 
the drouth in the westérn and southwest- 
ern states.

A National Board Is to Handle and 
Distribute the Munificent 
Benefaction. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Andrew Carne- 
gie is to give $10,000,000 to the cause of 
university extension in the United States. 
Announcement of this great gift to educa- 
tion will be made at the White House on 
Tuesday. Mr. (arnegie was here a few 
days ago and took luncheon with President 
Roosevelt, when details of the plan were 
fully discussed. 

Mr. Carnegie has thought best to create 


a national board to handle this munificent 
benefaction. President Roosevelt will 
probably name such a board for Mr. Car- 
negie, or at least set in motion the ma- 
chinery which shall lead to a national or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Carnegie is expected here tomorrow 
or on Tuesday, and fuller details of this 
gigantic enterprise will soon become pub- 
lie. 

Nicholas Murray Butler, who has suc- 
ceeded Seth Low at the head of the Co- 
lumbia College, has been here for two days, 
a guest of President Roosevelt, at the 
White House, and he has aided in per- 
fecting the plans. Mr. Butler left for New 
York at 4 o'clock this afternoon and be- 
fore going refused to give any particulars 
beyond the information that an announce- 
ment would be made on Tuesday at the 
White House. Mr. Butler has iong been 
one of the foremost champions of uni- 
versity extension, and it is understood Mr 
Carnegie has had frequent consultations 
with him concerning the enterprise, 

According to the plans prepared by Mr. 
Carnegie and his advisers, the national or- 
anization is to have its headquarters in 

Tashington, but its operations are to 6x 
tend throughout the United States, thi 
work to be carried on in co-operation with 
universities everywhere.

MACHINERY OF THE ILLINOIS 
CRACKED IN SEVERAL PLACES. 


BOARD MUST EXAMINE HER 


She Will Be Sent to Dry Dock and Not

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 9.—Serious defects 
have manifested themselves in the machin- 
ery of the battleship Illinois, now in this 
port, and it is more than probable that a 
board of naval! engineers will be named by 
the department to examine her engines.

It is because of this doubt that the de- 
passes has been requested to name a 
ooard of engineers to pass upon her ma- 
Sevag 6 One thing is certain, and that is 
that the last step in the matter of pay- 
ment for the vessel will not be made until 
the doubts are ret at rest. 

It is stated the cylinder flanges are not 
only cracked, but that the cylinders them- 
selves are defective. 

Capt. Converse and the officers of the 
Illinois won't talk about the defects, as 
the matter is now officially before the de- 
partment. In the event that the board of 
engineers convenes here, it is thought that 
the Illinois will return at once to the ship- 
yard of the Newport News Ship Building

$10,000,000 TO BE USED FOR UNI- 
VERSiTY EXTENSION. 


CONSULTED WITH PRESIDENT 


A National Board Is to Handle and 
Distribute the Munificent 
Benefaction. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Andrew Carne- 
gie is to give $10,000,000 to the cause of 
university extension in the United States. 
Announcement of this great gift to educa- 
tion. will be made at the White House on 
Tuesday. Mr. “arnegie was here a few 
days ago and took luncheon with President 
Roosevelt, when details of the plan were 
fully discussed. 

Mr. Carnegie has thought best to create 


a national board to handle this munificent 
benefaction. President Roosevelt will 
probably name such a board for Mr. Car- 
negie, or at least set in motion the ma- 
chinery which shall lead to a national or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Carnegie is expected here tomorrow 
or on Tuesday, and fuller details of this 
gigantic enterprise will soon become pub- 
lic 


Nicholas Murray Butler, who has suc- 
ceeded Seth Low at the head of the Co- 
lumbia College, has been here for two days 
a guest of President Roosevelt, at the 
White House, and he has aided in per- 
fecting the plans. Mr. Butler left for New 
York at 4 o'clock this afternoon and be- 
fore going refused to give any particulars 
beyond the information that an announce- 
ment would be made on Tuesday at the 
White House. Mr. Butler has long been 
one of the foremost champions of uni- 
versity extension, and it is understood Mr 
Carnegie has had frequent consultations 
with him concerning the enterprise. 

According to the plans prepared by Mr. 
Carnegie and his advisers, the national or- 
anization is to have its headquarters in 
Washington, but its operations are to ex 
tend throughout the United States, thi 
work to be carried on in co-operation with 
universities everywhere.

ANOTHER DEATH OF TETANUS. 


Ten Children Have Now Died at Cam- 
den. N. J.
